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We have been favoared ‘with the following extraG of a letter 
from Mr Fobn Hubbard, lieutenant of the 16th battalion of 
fepoys, late fecretary to General Mutthews, and chaplain to 
the army, to Mr Shirley Woolmer, of Exeter, bookfeller, da- 
ted Madras, May 3%. 1784. 

«« I cannot fafficiently exprefs the extreme joy and fatisfac- 
tion I feel, in having it in my power to addreds a letter to you 
once more, to fend you the agreeable tidings that I am fafe 
out of the enemy’s hands, and am enjoying my loag loft liber- - 
ty again. Not many days before the Nabob ‘L'ippoo Saib made 
his appearance with the grand army, I had wrote you a very 
copious epiftle, containing a full hiitory of our then profperous 
campaign, which letter 1 deftroyed in the face of the enemy. 
But foon the fcene was changed, and inftead of enjoying the 
fruits of our campaign, we unfortanately loft the day ; and all 
that efcaped falling in action were taken prifoners, and were 
hurried a march inland of two hundred miles, where we had 
all the horrors of a dungeon toencounter with, I fhould have 
mentioned that the General, after ftanding near a month’s 
fiege, finding all his ammunition and proyilion expended, and 
confidering the number of killed and wounded we had, the vatt 
force of the enemy, (being 100,000 horfe and foot), the num- 
ber of their batteries which entirely furrounded us, no poflibi- 
lity of a retreat, and no reliet whatever to be expected from 
any friendly quarter, was obliged to fend out a truce, and pro- 
pole terms of capitulation, when, after four days ceflation of 
arms, the Nabob agreed with our ambafladors, to accede. to 
our own terms ; but he found a pretence to violate his treaty ; 
he fuffered us to march out of the fort with drums beating and 
colours flying, in front of which we were to lay down our 
arms, and halt a {mall diftance from it, till the General plea- 
fed to return to our own fettlement. We had not arrived at 
our ground an hour, before we perceived three or four batta- 
lions of fepoys moving towards us, who foon drew up with fix- 
ed bayonets, and completely hemmed’ usin. “The General 
(who had his fears before) and the army how faw thtough 
Tippoo’s treachery, and that our profpect of going to Bombay 
was fruftrated. The next morning the General was fent for 
to the Nabob, with the officers engaged in making the treaty, 
when, after a conference, they were (inftead of returning to 
us) confined in feparate apartments, and their papers, money,
